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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art, whether taken singularly or in 
combination, teaches the claimed combination. 

Claim 1 requires a machine tool maintenance system teaching a judgement section for 
evaluating at least one of a temperature increase characteristic of the machine tool, a thermal 
displacement characteristic of the machine tool in accordance with the temperature increase, a 
vibration characteristic of the machine tool, and a noise characteristic of the machine tool on the 
basis of a detection signal detected by the sensor and the reference values stored in the reference 
value storage section for judgement on the acceptability. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
